Trial Was an Interesting One and 
Consumed More Than Five Hours 
Saturday in the City Court. 


B. C. Burkhardt, an attorney at law, 
was convicted of simple larceny tn the 
second division of the city court Satur- 
day and was sentenced by Judge A. E. 
Calhoun to pay a fine of $250 and costs or 
serve eight months.

Paying’ whl h was listened to with pro- 
found inter st by the unusually large con- 
gregation which crowded the church in 
spite 0! the extremely disagreeable 
weather. Dr. Lewis based his sermon 
ypon the text: “Owe no man anything.’’— 
Romans Xiil, 8. Few more effective dis- 
courses have been heard in Atlanta in 
ears. Said Dr. Lewis: 

ewWhy don't Christianity make men hon- 
est! It makes the irritable patient, the 
false true, the drunken sober, the licen- 
tious chaste, it does not make men 
ponest. 

This outburst I heard a few years since 
from a friend, © Ho came, hot and fiush- 
ed, from a weary round of attempted col- 
bringing 4ar more bills 
agains” than collect- 
money. le was thoroughly 
nd irritable, and he was a 
i battery of rapidly increasing 
yoits. 1 saw his danger, for he was not 
a Christian, though | had been hoping 
‘9 see him converted,*>and I answered 
frankly:

vf life. It is practical or worthless. 
apostie’s creed is good as far as it goes, 
but it doesn't go far enough. I believe 
in God the Father, the Son, the Holy 
Ghost; in the forgiveness of sins, the 
communion of saints, the resurrection of 
the dead and life everlasting; but isn’t 
it just as well to believe in the life that 
now is, the sanctity of contract and the 
integrity of character? 1 doubt not it is. 
Owe No Man Anything 

ought to be uttered over -the cradle, 
taught at the fireside and insisted upon 
by church and state as conditions of com- 
munion and citizenship. To stay in debt, 
ought to be regarded as a suspicion of un- 
fitness for;employment. 

The Police Commissioners of Atlanta 
a few years ago, declared that any police- 
man who retused to pay his accounts 
should be dismissed trom the service. 
Other cities have adopted the same regu- 
lation, and given money and joy to many 
& patient creditor. it were well if all 
banks and firms and employers and con- 
tractors would make the same right do- 
ing a condition of employment and trust. 


One Effect of the Inforcement of the 
Rule 

is to promote the efficiency of the force, 
because it. elevates their manliness. The 
policeman that evades his debts cannot 
be safely trusted with the city’s interests. 
Atlanta is proud of her force. And she 
would have increasing cause to glory in 
her citizens if all of them by the terms 
of their employment were held to a rigid 
regard for contracts. Loose views of 
fianncial obligations unfit anybody for 
the highest service of his fellows. Honesty 
in matters of contract is a help to any 
employee, and a protection to his em- 
ployer. The man who does not.care that 
his creditors get what he owes them in 
money will not be very careful that you 
get what he owes you in service. Integrity 
of character is the best guaranty of faith- 
ful work. Conscience goes further toward 
shingling a house well than does the p@l- 
icy that calls fof a good job, or the skill 
that can do it. Honesty graduates the 
largest number of skilled workmen. It’s 
the best industrial course. 

If Caesar Insists Upon Debt Paying 
shall the church preach a lower reiigion 
than that? It is true the church teaches 
the obligation of honesty, but isn’t the 
teaching about all Not that the church 
is less honest than the world, not that It 
does not average even higher: than the 
world in honesty, but it does not put that 
émphatic demand for hcnesty upon every 
member the world demands, ani it should 
enforce. I recall but one church trial 
for refusal of member to pay his debts. 
He was a Hardshell. He took the home- 
stead, and the church took his scalp. We 
need very much an infusion of primitive 
honesty into the blood and conscience of 
all our people. While the Hardshells 
greatly need toning down in fondness for 
Whisky and toning up in coldness for mis- 
tions, more of them in church and state 
would raise the average of its business 
integrity and character. Honesty is as 
Vital to Christianity as is cleanness or 
sobriety or missionary enthusiasm, 

A great deal about worldliness has been 
said of late years. There is much of it 
in the church, and it is to be deplored and 
abandoned. But he who said 

‘“‘Love Not the World, 
neither the things of the world,” said 
also: “Owe no man _ anything!’ The 
Worst forms of worldliness are not always 
€ven mentioned in the jeremiads of ths 
press and the pulpit. Bad as are the ball 
and the theater and the card table, they 
are less injurious in tthe degree of their 
Worldliness, and in the effect of their dis- 
sipations, end in the reproach they bring 
upon the church and the cause of the 
€ospel, than is that form of worldliness 
known as commercial looseness. I would 
Christ’s people lived soberly and right- 
eously!: But it’s worse to play the rascal 
than to play cards. It’s worse to dance 
away from a collector than to dance with 
@ pure girl. It’s worse to read a bill past 
maturity without the intention of paying 
iit in full, or without paying it on presen- 
tation, if possible, than it is to scan the 
footiights of the stage. These are nov 
comparisons of the allowable and the bad, 
but of the bad and the worse. 
“Pay as You Go! 

if you would owe no man anything,” 
some oue exclaims. This is an admirable 
Tule of «<onduct. There are some unique 

Persons who get happy in taking up a 
note, or sectling an account. They might 
be allowed ‘to contract debts. But the 
mc st of us find it easier to pay as we g0 
than to pay after we go. The fact of deht 
is a temptation to dishonesty. Where 
lives the man that puts down money as 
cheerfully for a broken tea set as befor 
he tests its uses and capacity? It is 
easier for tenants to pay rent as they go 
into their nouses than to pay as they go 
out. It is easier to settle for a suit as

Nations 
are pharisees as well as sects, individuals 
and churches. Phariseeism is the invet- 
erate prejudice of ignorance and egotism.
